MONROE COUNTY AMATEURS PREVENT 
DISASTER FOR FELLOW HAM 
(Transcribed from tape of Chuck Wardlow, WA4CGQ) 
By Evelyn Gauzens, WAWYR 

Many of us operate mobile while returning home from an 
amateur radio gathering, however, in the case of Hal Williams, 
W4YP, of Miami, the mobile operation and cooperation of fellow 
hams in Monroe County, Florida saved him from disaster. Monday, 
May 18th, Hal and XYL were chatting on the Key West repeater 
with Chuck Wardlow, WA4CGQ, while returning to Miami from the 
Key West Conchfest. 

Hal’s car overheated and was disabled 27 miles north of Key 
West, a major problem for Hal as he must use oxygen and had a 
limited amount on hand; thus timely assistance was vital. Chuck 
called the local Sheriff's Department, but was told there were no 
personnel in the vicinity of Hal’s location and suggested a call be 
made to the Highway Patrol office at the 25 mile marker. Highway 
Patrol responded, but could render no assistance other than calling 
a tow truck. Hal was hesitant to have a truck sent out if the problem 
could be rectified without the expense of a tow. 

WA4CGQ made several calls in an effort to have W4YP’s 
automobile checked on the spot, but to no avail, so a truck was sent 
from Big Pine Key. The garage in Big Pine Key did not have 
necessary parts on hand for repair of Hal’s car and would have to 
wait until parts arrived from Miami on Tuesday, the 19th. © 

The disabled automobile became secondary as Hal’s oxygen 
supply was getting low and more oxygen became the priority issue. 
Chuck knew of an amateur on Big Pine Key that may have oxygen 
on hand so a quick call was made to Harold Johns, WD4AMD, on 
Sugar Loaf Key, for his assistance in contacting Dick Closser, 
WDS8PEZ, on Big Pine Key. Dick came on frequency, was told of the 
problems and immediately went to the garage to assist W4YP. The 
garage had informed Hal the part for his car would not arrive from 
Miami until 1:00 P.M. Tuesday, so WD8PEZ invited the couple to 
spend the night at his QTH. As Dick’s XYL had needed oxygen 
before her recent death, his remaining supply and that of Hal’s on 
hand would suffice for the night. 

In the meantime, WA4CGQ’s search for oxygen continued. 
Tuesday morning a Key West oxygen service informed Chuck that 
Hal’s oxygen equipment would have to be serviced by the Miami 
company it was leased from or a prescription for the oxygen, 
permission to fill the tanks and the proper fittings would be 4 
required; tasks that could not be accomplished before ha Ss 1 : 
oxygen supply ran out. =

doctors at Boca Chica Naval Air Station were contacted; both 
responded, wrote the necessary prescription, procured the oxygen 
and had two tanks filled. Carm and Hank drove to Boca Chica, 
picked up the oxygen tanks and returned them to Carm’s store in 
Key West. 

William Freeman, Monroe County Sheriff, had informed 
WA4CGQ during his Monday call that his department would assist 
in any way they could, so a return call was made to the Sheriff’s 
office for transportation of the oxygen to Big Pine Key, a deputy 
was assigned and the vitally needed oxygen was on its way to 
W4YP. 

Additional problems arose for Hal when the wrong auto part 
arrived from Miami on Tuesday afternoon which would require a 
wait until Wednesday afternoon for the correct part and his oxygen 
emergency would begin again! WD4PEZ interceded at this point, 
insisting the garage attempt to make the car operational in any 
way they could. Due to Dick’s convincing prod the mechanics 
succeeded in putting the auto on the road for Miami. Dick followed 
W4YP and XYL north to Marathon just in case the car decided to 
act up again. No further trouble seemed imminent so Dick headed 
home to Big Pine Key and the Williamses had dinner in Marathon 
before proceeding on the remainder of their trip to Miami. 

After dinner Hal discovered, to his dismay, he had locked his 
keys in the car — another delay in the journey. At 9:00 P.M. 
Tuesday night the weary couple began their trek from Marathon to 
Miami, an area out of range for the 34/94 Key West repeater and the 
40/00 Miami repeater; thus a very worried group of hams were 
monitoring the Miami repeater for word from Hal, his estiomated 
Miami arrival time had been 9:00 P.M.!!! A short time after 11:00 
P.M. a welcome call was heard from W4YP and the elated group of 
friends talked him home. 

Wednesday, May 20th, Paul Steve, WA4DCJ, and XYL picked up 
the borrowed oxygen tanks, returned them to Carm in Key West 
and she returned them to Boca Chica. Amateur radio had come 
through again during an emergency with the same dedication to 
duty that has become a time-honored tradition of the Amateur 
Radio Service.

The first meeting with Ranchers and staff was held on November 
2, 1969 and the following officers were elected: 

President - Wayne LaMontagne, Vice President - Jesse Brown, 
Secretary/Treasurer - Mrs. Sue Lamb, Club Advisor - John Sch- 
mutz, Club Trustee - Dave Stocky. 

The Trustee applied for the F.C.C. license and the call letters 
WB4PHT was assigned on December 23, 1969. It was first located in 
the basement of the Chapel and later moved to the Arts and Crafts 
Building when it was completed. 

On March 15, 1970 the first Rancher, Jerry Drye, had passed his 
code test and received his license on June 15. Jerry was awarded a 
prize of an all-expense paid trip to the Orlando Hamfest. 

On Sunday, April 26, 1970 the station went on the air for the first 
time with its own equipment. The official dedication was held on 
Sunday, October 4, 1970, in connection with the Open House 
celebration. 

Since that time, DAve Stocky has spent endless hours on his own 
time at the Ranch teaching the Ranchers and helping to get 
equipment in working order. He has made innumerable 400-mile 
trips to the Ranch from St. Petersburg at his own expense. During a 
week of his vacation in 1971, he arranged for a trip for 37 Ranchers 
and staff to tour the Florida Power plant in Ellaville and had daily 
classes for the Ranchers that week. He also arranged for special 
Monday night classes conducted by members of the Lake City 
Amateur Radio Club at the Civil Defense Headquarters. 

Numerous visits have been made to the Ranch on weekends by 
concerned amateurs to help Mr. Stocky with his project and as a 
result of these visits, many ham radio operators have become 
regular donors to the program. 

Several boys have attended various hamfests held in Jackson- 
ville and Orlando through the years, This has been an excellent

In October of each year various ham radio operators, along with 
licensed staff and Ranchers, participate in the Open House 
celebration at the Ranch by sending free radio messages all over 
the world for those in attendance.

WHAT IT TAKES TO JOIN ARMY MARS —II 
By Dick, AAR4PP 

Last month we mentioned the minimum requirements for joining 
Army MARS: specifically a valid Ham license and equipment 
capable of reaching ‘ust a tad outside of the Ham bands — to 4.,035 
on 80 meters being enough for participation on state nets. 

That’s a minimum. Because MARS operations are on specific 
military frequencies — not ‘‘bands’’ — somewhat more frequency 
stability is needed than for Ham operations. If your transmitter’s 
VFO wanders a bit on the Ham bands, you can make allowances by 
avoiding band edges, and you’ll know that at worst you may have to 
apologize to another Ham for interfering with his QSO. Slide around 
like that ona MARS frequency and you don’t know where you might 
land — a commercial news Teletype broadcast or a French 
overseas service. Saying, ‘‘Sorry, Old Man,” won’t help! 

A similar kind of stability or reliability is expected of the MARS 
operator. A hamming Ham can ignore his rig for months, waiting 
until his moods draw him into the shack. An Army MARS operator 
is expected to commit himself to a reasonable minimum of regular 
participation, keeping his skills honed for the day when an 
emergency may demand he apply those skills for the service of his 
country. A Field Day oncea year won’t cut it. 

Note that we speak of a ‘“‘reasonable’’ minimum. The eastern 
Area Director emphasizes that participation should never be at the 
expense of the more important things in life. The super-enthusiast 
who gets carried away by any aspect of Ham activity seldom lasts 
very long: he’ll suddenly sell his gear to buy a new enthusiasm’s 
satisfaction, like a computer or motor-bike. Again, ‘‘stability’’ — in 
VFO’s and personalities! (More next month. )
